explained that the old Appropriation bill was 
thus re-enacted, instead of anew bill in details, 
because it was represented to the Conference 
Committee that a regular bill subject to debate

NIHILISM IN BUSSIA WHOLLY UNFOUNDED— 


80 SAYS MR. STOUGHTON. 
Svectal Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Nw Tonk, June 8—The Hon. Edwin W. 
Stougtitoo, Minister to Russia, arrived in this 
city on the same steamer wii dr brought the 
Duke of Argyll. He is to stay here 
a few days, and then go to Washington. 
A reporter of Tas Trinuns was favored 
with a deeply interesting statement 
of the condition of Russia at this time, with 
special regard to the Nihilistic troubles. Mr. 
Stoughton said that not only were the reports 
of these troubles grossly exagzerated, but that 
nearly every material statement made about 
them was false. Correspondents whose letters 
were dated from Russia related stories and 
spread reports which he, in some cases, knew 
were false, and in others had reliable informa- 
tion to that effect. 

WEN HE LEFT sr. PETERSBURG 
the city was as tranquil as New York, and not 
then different from what it usually was. It was 
a great error to suppose the Nibiliste were nu- 
mérous, or had extensive organization.

Paris, June 3.—M. De Lesseps has already 
commenced the formation of a company to con- 
struct the tide-level interoceanic canal from 
Colon to Panama, across the Isthmus of Darien, 
the route selected by the International Con- 
gress. The dompany which obtained the con- 
cession from the Government of Colombia und 
made arrangements with the Panama Railroad 
will turn over their charters to the new organ- 
ization for @ proper consideration, so that the 
new Company may start fairly and squarely. A 
first subscription of 4,000,000,000 francs will be 
opened «simultaneously all over the world 
about September next. It is to be an 
essentially popular loan without Government 
aid or guarantee. The amount of first subscrip- 
tion, of which 19 per cent is to be paid on sub- 
scribing, will, M. de Lesseps expects, be more 
than covered. Mr. Nathan Appleton will be a 
Director of the Company, and will be delegated 
to open subscriptions in the United States. M. 
de Lesseps gots to Panama via New York to 
take ont the first spadeful of earth, on the lst 
of January, 1880. 


SAN DOMINGO. 
FREE-TRALE PROPOSITION. 

Havana, June 3.—Advices to the 18th of May 
have been received from San Domingo. Great 
excitement prevailed in the northern provinces 
because of the increase of duty on tobacco in 
Germany, which, it is feared, will be very heavy. 
Germany is the sole market for San Domingo 
tobacco. All transactions have been stopped, 
and a serious crisis is expected. In conse- 
quence of this state of affairs, President Gull- 
lermo has submitted to the Congress a propo- 
sition to establigh free trade with the United 
States. The plan proposes the admission into 
San Dominga, duty free, of all American prod- 
nee, provided the United States grant the same 
privilege to San Domingo produce. The project 
was very popular, though it was feared the 
United States would refuse to enter into the 
agreement. Congress was discussing the pro- 
posal, and, if approved, it was intended to dis- 
patch a special envoy to Washington.

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THE GRAND TRUNE. 

The Grand Trunk Railway magnates made a 
trip yesterday over the Chicago & State Line 
Railroad (Chicago & Southern) They went as 
far as Thoraton, the present terminus of the 
road. This line, as already stated, is to be ex- 
tended to Valparaiso, there to connect with the 
Chicago & Lake Huron Railroad, and is to be 
used as the Western end of the Grand Trunk. 
The party returned from their tour of inspec- 
tion at about 6 o’clock b. m. During the even- 
ing Sir Henry Tyler and the other gentlemen in 
his party were waited upon by a number of 
gentlemen interested in the extension of the 
Grand Trank. This morning at 8 o’clock the 
entire party will tid adieu to Chicago 
and will leave for Canada. They go back via 
the Chicago & Lake Huron Railroad, and make 
a thorough inspect that property. As al- 
ready stated yesterday, it is aimost certain that 
Sir Henry Tyee and the other officials the 
Grand Trunk have decided upon the Cnicago & 
Lake Huron and Chigago & State-Line Rail- 
roads as the best route to Chicago. They now 
control the line from Lansing to Chicago, and 
the route to Lansing wul be irom Port Huron, 
if the Eastern Division of the Port Huron can 
be secured. If not, it is their intention to ex- 
tend the Pontiae line to Lansing; which will 
make nearly as direct a route as the one via 
Port Huron would. It is also their intention to 
form an extra line from Detroit to 
Lansing via the ‘Detroit, Lansing & 
Northern. Sir Henry Tyler and staff will 
sail for England at the end of thispweek, and 
will lay their conclusions before the semi-gunual 
meeting of the shareholders of their road June 
80. At that meeting decisive action will be 
taken. 

The Grand Trunk people are greatly in favor 
of consolidating their line with the Great West- 
ern of Canada, and they had several confer- 
ences wita the Great Western officials regarding 
this matter at Vetroft last week. A majority of 
the Great Western people are said to be favora- 
ble to this scheme, but nothing has yet been ac- 
complished, owing to the opposition of Mr. 
Chiiders, the President of the Great Western, 
which is attributed to «a desire on his 
part to aid Mr. Vanderbilt ia securi 
control of the property. it is unders 
that Vanderbilt has offered to pay 4 ber cent on 
the capital stock of the road, and Mr. Ohilders 
is believed to be in favor of accepting this offer. 
Mr. Vanderbilt is said to have gone to Europe 
for the express pur of treati direct with 
the sharebolders, If he is successful in his mis- 
sion then the consolidation of the two Canada 
roads wlll undoubtedly be made.

Frank Adams Points Out to the Assessors 
the Difficulty of Listing It.

I understand the question as meaning 
whether the property can be assessed in bulk, as 
found in the cievaters and storehouses.

From information derived from those who are 
familiar with the country, the same will hold 
true, or nearly so, of the Counties of Sheridan, 
Decatur, Thomas, and Rawlins, on the north; 
the eastern part of Wallace, on the west: and 
Lane and Scott, on the south. The character of 
the soil is substantially the same as for 150 
miles east,—an analysis showing that it contains 
the same essential constituents. _. 

The counties are traversed numerous 
streams of living water, manv of which are 
bordered with timber. the principal of which 
are the Beaver, North and South Forks of the 
ree. North and South Forks of the Salomon, 
the Saline, Hackberry, Smoky Hill, and Wal- 
nut,—all fed from springs, and afford pure, 
sweet water for the settler and bis stuc We 
have here a district 100 miles in length from 
north to south, and sixty in breadth from east 
to west, traversed by the Kansas Pacific Rail- 
road, 2 in the State 
for wheat-growing, vie good returns in 
many other crops, unexce eo for 
stock or wool-growing, and in which fully t vo- 
thirds of the lauds are still open to the home- 
stead-setcler. And it is within this area that 
those seeking nomestead lands in this State 
find the most favorable conditions, since the 
counties lying south are almost destitute of 
living streams, with the single exception of the 
Arkansas River, which has nota —_ living 
tributary for 125 miles after entering State. 

The soil being good, the climate unexcelled in 
healthfulness, and all that eau be desired, with 
the exception of the winds, which are somewhat 
too prevalent for comfort, the whole question of 
the desirabieness of settlement upon these 
lands hinges upon the one question of rainfall: 
Is it sufficient for the growth and maturity of 
crops? Records have been kept along the line 
of the road between Fort Hays, in Ellis County, 
and Wallace, ying about 125 miles west. These 
show a steadily increasing annual rainfall,— 
more marked at Havs. where the country has 
been settled forsome years. With the fact of 
i rainfali as the settlements extend 
westward, the public is already familiar. On 
whatever theory we may attempt to acconnt for 
this, the fact remains undisputed. In the early 
settiement of Kansas, no one supposed there 
would ever be any farming done or crops grown 
west of the eastern third of the State; and 
any attempts at Agriculture west of 
that lime would have resulted in 
certain failore at that time. Indeed, the Mis- 


souri River counties were subject to such fear- 


ful droughts in those early years as to raise 

serious doubts whether Agriculture would ever 

— to anything in any portion of the 
tate. 

I fully believe that the climatie conditions iu 
these western and northwestern counties are as 
favorable to the settler as they were in the cen- 
tral counties of the State ten or üfteen years 
ago; and, as those have developed so that they 
now stand acknowledged as among the best 
farming lands iu the United States, so I fully 
believe the next few years will show these west- 
ern counties excelling, especially in 
duction, almost any portion of the country. 

While these lands are now open to the home- 
stead-settier, they are being rapidly taken. 
Until within.a few months past, there were 
no settlements except in Decatur Coun- 
ty aud some few the 
of Gore. Now, fully one-third of 
the Goveroment lands, as before 
stated, are taken for actual settlement, and the 
rest are being rapidly absorbed. The Home- 
stead law allows any one to select his lands (160 
acres) and file his declaratory statement there- 
upon; after which be has six months in which 
to make bis settlement upon the same. Many 
take advantage of this provision, come out, se- 
lect their lands, make their filings, and return 
to close up their business preparatory to mov- 
ing outin the fall. During this six months’ 
time the homestesder is just as secure in the 
ownership of his claim as if he were living upon 
it; but, on the expiration of that time, if he 
fails to settle upon it and make bis entry, any 
one else can file upon ft, and the original ciaim- 
ant not only loses his land, but bis homstead- 
right, since be cannot make another filing if he 
allows the first to lapse. It is of no use for 
those desiring homesteads to stop at points 
east, or much east, of this place, since, as before 
stated, all desirable Government lands are al- 
ready absorbed; and Land*Agents residing here 
are better informed in regard to the most de- 
sirable lands still open for homegtcad-settie- 
ment than those living from twenty to forty 
miles east can be. 

I bad intended to write of the new towns 
springing up along the railroad, which offer 

ood openings for persons desiring to engage in 
—— but must defer the subject to another 
time. 

During the first half.of May the rains were 
frequent and copious; but, for the last two 
weeks, little had fallen.

PARTY ASPECTS OF THE LATE ELECTION. 

Mr. CAA Hamme is not unlike the 
Boston man to whom the following charac- 
teristic remark is accredited: “ America is 
the greatest country in the world; Massa- 
chusetts is the greatest State in America; 
Boston is the greatest city in Massachusetts ; 
and I am the greatest man in Boston.” The 
city election which resulted in the choice of 
Mr. Hunnen for Mayor nearly turned that 
gentleman's head; now that the county has 
gone “Democratic” in the judicial election, 
he foresees a Democratic State, a Democratic 
Governor about his size, and a Democratic 
candidate for President from Illinois whom 
modesty forbidshim to name. This is the wild 
and fanciful construction which Mr. Harrison 
places upon the late judicial election, and he 
advanced a part of his theories in a 
speech he made on election-night after it had 
become certain that the candidates of the 
Democratic and Communistic coalition for 
Judges had carried the day. This speech, 
and the circulation of similar views by 
Democratic leaders, are apt to promote a 
popular misunderstanding of the real mean- 
ing of the apparent partisan success of the 
Democrats, and to betray the latter into a 
false estimate of their party strength, which 
would some time make their defeat particu- 
larly humiliating. 

To any one who has watched the incidents 
of the campaign and scrutinized the returns, 
the reason for the defeat of the Republican 
judicial ticket in this county is plain 
enough. ‘The Republican voters were dis- 
couraged from voting by the action of their 
Convention, many thousands remained 
away from the polls altogether, and 
of those who voted many scratched their 
ticket. This Republican demoralization 
alone would probably have been sufficient to 
admit of the election of the Democratic 
ticket by a small majority, but the actual 
majority of the Democrats was swollen by 
the Communistic vote, which went solidly 
for McAuuistEr, and naturally accepted the 
remainder of the Democratic ticket, Mr. 
Hanno either ignorantly or designedly ad- 
vanced the theory in his speech that the 
Communists had concluded to vote with the 
Democrats henceforth. He was quickly cor- 
rected, however, by spontaneous negatives 
from unists among his audience, 
ards by Sonmiine, one of 
their leaders, who warned the Democrats 
not to delude themselves with any such 
notion. The Socialists worked and voted for 
MoAusister because he is their kind of a 
man; they had already talked of him as 
their candidate for the United States Senate ;

THE WARNER SILVER BILL. 

The latest Washington advices indicate a 
poor prospeot for the Wanwer Silver bill in 
the Senate, at least so far as the present ses- 
sion is concerned. It has been supposed 
from day to day that the Finance Committee 
of the Senate, to which it was referred when 
it came from the House, would take it up, 
but yesterday the Committee declined to do 
so, though there is an intimation that they 
It is 
singular and unfortunate, so long as the ex- 
tra session continues to be dragged out by 
the political schemers, that the Wann 
bill is not taken up by the Senate. The 
Committee having it in charge consists of 
Senators Bayaup, Monat, Keanan, and 
Amon, who are said to be opposed to it; 
Senators Watiaca, Voonmers, Beok, and 
Jowzs (of Nevada), who are in favor of it; 
and, finally, Senator Fenny, of Michigan, 
upon whose vote it is said the fate of the 
bill in Committee will depend. It is certain 
that there is no other matter before Congress 
now, aside from the passage of the appro- 
priation bills, which is more deserving of at- 
tention, and the Senate might profitably em- 
ploy its time in the discussion of the Was- 
wer bill pending the final disposition of the 
appropriations. 

The Warner bill is unobjectionable so far 
as the prevailing sentiment of the country 
in regard to the monetary use of silver is 
concerned. It makes the standard silver 
dollar the unit along with the standard gold 
doliar, and provides for the unlimited coin- 
age of both, according to the popular de- 
mand. In the case of the silver dollar, it is 
provided that any owner of silver bullion 
may deposit the same at any mint, in 
amounts of not less than 6100 in value, 
for conversion into standard silver dol- 
lars, and that the charges therefor 
shall be the difference between the 
market value of bullion in New 
York and the legal-tender value of the coin. 
This provision gives the Government the 
same profit in coinage that it now enjoys; 
the only difference is that the owners of sil- 
ver bullion may utilize it for monetary pur- 
poses, whereas it is now shut out from coin- 
age except as limited by the law and the offi- 
cial construction thereof. This section of 
the bill would seem to be a complete answer 
to the statement that itis a scheme of the 
Bonanza people to. get coin-value for all 
their silver bullion, and it will certainly 
operate as a protection against the rash of 
foreign silver from abroad. The Warnzr 
bill also provides for the issuing of certifi- 
cates of deposit in exchange for both silver 
and gold, in coin and bullion, when offered 
in sums not less than $20, said certificates to 
be issued in denominations of not 
less than s each; the bullion is 
to be taken at its market value, as 
in the case of coinage, and both 
coin and bullion so deposited are to 
be retained in the Treasury for the payment 
of certificates on demand, or to be coined 
and paid out the same as other money when 
the certificates return to the Treasury in pay- 
ment of public dues. These are the main 
provisions of the bill as it went to the Sen- 
ate. 

The opposition to the passage of this bill 
is virtually the same in argument and per- 
sonnel as the opposition to the original re- 
monetization of the silver dollar. This bill 
reaches out for the practical results of silver 
remonetization, which was accomplished 
only theoretically in the bill passed by the 
last Congress, At the same time, the 
charge for coinage which goes to the 
Goverment, and which is always to be 
equal to any difference there is be- 
tween the market value of silver bullion 
and the legal-tender value of the coin, will 
operate to prevent any combinations for 
rushing upon the American people the for- 
eign stock of silver or using the Government 
to get more for silver bullion than it is worth. 
Under the provisions of this bill the current 
product of the American silver mines would 
be used at home, either as coin or in the 
shape of silver certificates; the European 
stock would decrease and the present ten- 
dency of silver to rise would receive such an 
impetus as would probably result before long 


selves and demand that others shall do the 
same. The Mikado of Japan is an instance 
in illustration of the rule. Since his conver- 


sion to Western civilization he has not only 
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promptly punished in that happy country. 
The various arts and devices by which official 
scoundrels in this eonatry escape the penal- 
ties of the law and continue to enrich them- 
selves until they are too powerful to be in 
farther danger are unknown there, The 
detected thief is usually beheaded, and is 
very lucky when he gets off with a public 
flogging. The Mikado issues a peremptory 
order to the prefects of the different fus 
and kens of the Empire that they must 
act in strict accordance with the spirit which 
leads him to issue the decree. He says to 
them: Tou must seck to reduce expenses 
as much as possible, so as not to - 
ceed the credits alowed you by the 
Budget. Above all things you will con- 
stantly bear in mind that you are not 
to impoverish the people.” One can faintly 


‘imagine the consternation that would pre- 


vail in most civilized sountries—our own, 
for instance—were such an Order issued. As 
Dick Deadeye says, these noble sentiments 
would “ sound like the black utterances of 
a depraved imagination.” Happy land 
where guch an order can be issued! Happy 
people where such an order must be obeyed! 
where order and economy are compelled by 
law! where officials are commanded to 
ameliorate the conditions of existence! and 
where officeholders realize that if they steal 
the public money or impoverish the people 
by burdensome taxation they will lose their 
heads, not only officially but also unoffl- 
cially ! 

He is a wise and great ruler who not only 
counsels honesty and moderation in this man- 
ner, but practices it also, and to this class 
belongs the Mikado. Simultaneous with 
this decree the Minister of the Imperial 
Household issued one also, in which he 
says: Of his gracious will his Majesty the 
Mikado has notified the necessity of practic- 
ing the greatest economy. It is therefore 
ordered by his Majesty that the expenses of 
food and all other household matters must be 
reduced.” Here we have the case of a great 
ruler not only ordering his officials under 
severe penalties to practice economy and to 
lessen the burdens of the people, but setting 
the example by ordering the expenses of 
his own household to be reduced, 
thus unofficially issuing a decree of economy 
to every household in his Empire, and giving 
them a lesson in princely virtue and dignity 
which, if followed, will certainly inure to 
the happiness of the whole people of Japan. 
These decrees are Worthy the serious eon- 
sideration of the people of this country. We 
have been too long accustomed to set our- 
selves up as models of civilization for imita- 
tion by the people of the farthermost isles of 
the sea, but in this case the heathen of Japan 
have set usa lesson we might profitably study. 
While we send them missionaries to preach 
them religion, they should send us mission- 
aries to teach us the moralities and old-fash- 
ioned virtues, and to acquaint us with the 
prineiples of publie honesty and economy. 
They would find herea field white with the 
harvest. ’

THE NEGRO EXODUS AND SOUTHERN 


LABOR. 

The Louisville Courier-Journal finds es- 
pecial comfort in a report that a case of 
yellow fever has been discovered at Indian- 
apolis, taken thither, it seems to hope, by 
some African who has abandoned the South 
for the North. It seems to regret that the 
exodus of negroes is not extending further 
North, and that the negro is not devastat- 
ing New England itself by his pestilential 
presence.” Into Ohi, it thinks, the negroes 
have been pouring all summer, and expects 
hopefully that in time the pestilence will 
prevail there. 

From the general spread of yellow fever 
at the North, the Louisville paper reaches 
the conclusion that Gop has thus interposed 
to put a quietus upon the negro exodus, and 
thus break up the wicked scheme of the 
North to oppress and distress the South by 
disturbing ita labor system. Because of the 
pestilence being borne North by the persons 
and clothes of the negroes, it assumes that 
the exodus will now stop. In the meantime, 
professing to speak for the Southern whites, 
it pretends to regret that anything has inter- 
fered to stop the negro from leaving the 
South, because the negro is a failure”; 
and, 80 far from hindering his going, we 
(the South) will organize a movement to 
pay his expenses.” This is extremely silly 
and idle talk, unworthy a public journal pro- 
fessing to speak for an intelligent com- 
munity. 

The exodus was long delayed, During 
fourteen years of freedom the emancipated 
Africans remained on the soil where they 
were born, and labored to live patiently and 
contentedly with their former owners. They 
were poor, ignorant, homeless, and landless ; 
but they were free, and even want with 
freedom was sweet in comparison with plenty 
and slavery. The negroes asked only the 
privilege to labor and to live; asked safety 
for person, and the freedom to vote. In a 
state of slavery their lives were safe, because 
they were property in the hands of white 
men; in a state of freedom their lives 
have been at the mercy of any per- 
son who would take them; they have 
been reduced by freedom to the condi- 
tion of social and political outlaws, to be 
shot down anywhere by any person. During 
these fourteen years a generation has grown 
from children to the age of manhood. The 
condition of the negro becoming worse by 
time, it was natural that there should be an 
effort to improve it. Hopeless of personal 
safety or protection at the South, hopeless 
of ever becoming owners of the soil they 
cultivated, hopeless of any recognition of 
political liberty, the whole race have tarned 
their eyes to the North, and the exodus 
which is in now only its feeblest infancy has 
been sufficient to excite their Southern tax- 
masters to madness, Every effort, including 
force, has been employed to prohibit their 
departure, but the exodus already begun 
will never cease until there has been a social 
and political revolution at the South which 


has now become a necessity. The improvi-

negro will have to give up his stud of riding- 


hunting, and go into the field, and there, in 
company with such hands as he can hire and 
pay, work and earn his living as the mill 
ions of the people at the North do. Instead 
of discussing in the bar-rooms, and groceries, 
and street-corners, how the crop is to be 
saved without negro labor, let the idle, lazy, 
improvident white men go to the field and 
themselves gather the crop and enjoy the 
luxury of personally earning some of the 


bread they eat. The loss sustained by the 


exodus can easily be supplied by the employ- 
ment of the idle white labor which how 
looks to the negro for support. The men at 
the North, from Maine to the confines of 
Kansas and even of Oregon, personlly culti- 
vate the soil, and they own the soil 
they cultivate. They have peace, plenty, 
comfort, and social and intellectual 
enjoyments wholly anknown to the idle, 
whisky-drinking, race-horsing bucks at the 
South, whose only hope of existence is to 
live upon the labor of the blacks. Industry 
and thrift, increased production, and acou- 


mulation of substantial comforts are the rule 


at the North among the whole body of agri- 
culturists. The man who labors and saves 


| has the means of surrounding himself and 


family with comforts, adds to his posses- 
sions, educates his children, cultivates the 
refinements of life, lives soberly and happily, 
never Kills his man,” fights no duels, and 
figures at no tournaments, The negro exodus 
will compel the adoption of the Northern 
system of labor, or the failure of production. 
If the Southern whites will not labor, then 
they must surrender the land to those who 
will; and when the soil of the South is oc- 
cupied and cultivated and owned by the 
same persons, then the negroes and the 
whites will live in peace, the bullying, brag- 
gart ‘‘night-riders” will be treated as any 
other outlaws, the idle owners will sell 
their revolvers for bread, and that race will 
fade out and be replaced by that which has 
made this Northwest one vast field of ripen- 
ing harvests, one great ‘storehouse of ac- 
cumulating wealth. That will be the event. 
ual outcome of the exodnis which this 
Louisville scribbler thinks was intended by 
Providence to spread the yellow-fever at the 
North. .

A Truly Gorgeous Affidavit in a Woman's 
Sait for the Value of Her Husband.

Caroline Breimann, of No. 685 Dekalb avenue, 
Brooklyn, is suing the widow Catherine Paasch, 
of the same city, for $20,000 damages, claiming 
that the defendant has deprived her of her bus- 
band’s affections. The case is a rare one for 
this country, though there are English prece- 
dents. The defendant is W years old, and well- 
to-do, and Breimann'ts older. Judge Pratt has 
granted an order of arrest, fixing bail at 83, 000. 
Mrs. Breimann’s complaint is accompamed with 
a florid and gorgeons)efiidayit, in part as fol- 
lows: 

I was married to John Julius Hermann Breimann 
im the 1 of Denmark, City of Copenhagen, 
on Feb. 12, 1858, and had lived witn him since 
that time and up to Dee. 14, 1877, as his wife and 
helpmeet. For eighteem years my husband was a 
model conjugal companion. It happened in the 
first days of autumn, 1877, thattne defendant in 
company of some of my friends came to my house 
ona visit. At that time the defendant was to me 
and my husband a stranger, and pale with grief and 
fleecing from the fresh grave of her husband she 
stalkedin the sombre weeds of windowhood into 
my cheerful home. Her great sorrow and misfor- 
tune were interjected by sighs into my family. 
She remained with us four days. In such humor 
she wooed and won my husband, who, unable to 
resist the combination of influences brought to 
bear upon him, first pitied, then loved, and then 
embraced the tempter. On or about Oct. 14, 
1877, I was called ta Brooklyn and my hus- 
band remained at home, but not alone. It 
was on this occasion that she offered my husband 
$10,000 anda well-appointed house if he would 
leave my bed and board and live with her in 
Brooklyn, as I am informed by one Bennett, of 
Poughkeepsie, in whose presence it took place: I 
believe it. When the widow left Poughkeepsie 
this time she continued her letters to my husband. 
In them she chides him for his hesitancy in leaving 
me, nis lawful wife, upbraids him for his timidity 
of acuon and cowardice. She describes me as old 
and ill-favored, as having induced my husband to 
marry me when he was young and of tender years, 
and as beinga perfect domestic tyrant who held 
him in disgraceful subjection. She refers to the 
disparity of her age and mine, and bids him to 
come to herand assist herin spending the money 
she bad saved. The temptations to leave 
me my husband resisied uptil Dec, 12, 
1877. On that day he received a letter 
from the defendant, bidding bim come, saying 
that everything was ready, and that wealth, joy, 
and bliss awaited him. She shamed him of his 
weakness in remaining with me, calling him her 
butterfly, and herself hie budding rose, said that 
she loved a brave aud resolute heart, that she was 
ready to sacrifice everything for his presence and 
company. and that if he hesitated longer he was 
lost. This letter was successful in enticing my 
hasband from me, Some time during the month 
of July, 1878, my husband returned to my bed 
and board, confessed his sins against me, re- 
pented, and bromised to remain with and support 
me, and never again jeave me. He remained un- 
der my roof two nights. I was very ill at the 
time, but well enongh to forgive him for the 
wrongs I had euffere¢, But it was in vain. 
My nusband could not escape the defendant’s 
Importunities, and, powerless against the 
influences she seemed to exert over him, he 
allowed her again to entice him from my house in 
Poughkeepsie to hersin Brooklyn. The defendant 
came to Poughkeepsie for the sole purpose of tak- 
ing him away from me, and since that time bas 
bad absolute possession and control of him against 
my privity and consent. By the conduct of the 
defendant my home has been destroyed, the house 
I lived in sold over my bead, and 1 turned adrift 
on the world without friends or relation, support. 
or protection. For twenty years my husband was 
a good, industrious, kind, and affectionate com- 
panion. In my bosom dwelt peace and * — 
where now ruin and desolation prevail. there- 
fore pray that.defendant may be arrested and held 
to ball for the wrongs I have suffered, in order 
that she may feel a small portion of the suffering I 
have suffered at her hands.

A GOOD RECORD. 


How a Crippled Newsboy Has Become a 


Pablic Beneftactor—John King’s Gift of 


Twenty-Five Hundred Volumes to the 


Cincinnati Public Library—The Story of 


His Hard and Cheerless Life. 
Cincinnati Commercial, 

Down in the old Museum Building, at the 
corner of Third and Sycamore streets, is a nar- 
row back room with a single window, lives John 
King, the veteran newsboy. For ten years that 
cramped and comfortless room has been his 
solitary home. He has all this time dene his 
own cooking, and washing and mending, and, 
through industry and economy, has at last 
placed himself in a position to become a public 
benefactor. The history of the man, borne 
down as he has been by frequent and severe 


calamities, and of his noble benefaction,—that 
of 2,500 select volumes to the Public Library,— 


are worth bere recounting. 

First, as to the books. About two weeks ago 
Mr. Vickers received a note written in a plain, 
though somewhat cramped hand, and signed 
John King, which stated that the writer would 
present to the Public Library, if they were de- 
sired, his collection of about 1,000 books. A 
visit was made to the writer’s room, and it 
was arranged that the books, which were 
then packed in trunks and boxes, and 
almost filled the room, should de re- 
moved to the Public Library the following day. 
But ‘one'condition was f 
namely, that the annotations 
ia pencil on the margins of favorite volames 
should be erased before they were. placed for 
the use of the public. This request is being 
strictly complied with, although it obliterates 
from the collection what would have proved of 
lasting interest.—an indication of the mental 
bent and insight of the donor. 

Mr. Vickers says that the collection has been 
made with care and judgment, and that it is 
mucn more valuable than an average private 
library of the same number of volumes. It in- 
cludes history and philosophy, some of the beat 
specimens from both ancient and modern litera- 
ture, biography, books of travel, legal und 
medical works, scientific treatises, public docu- 
ments, dooks of general reference, religious 
works, volumes of the best magazines, a variety 
of school-books, and an occasional volume of 
poetry or fiction. There are several very old 
volumes, one a Natural History, bearing the im- 
print of London, 1635.” 

The books are ali in good condition, and are 
of a character that renders the collection a val- 
uable addition to the Public Library. The work 
of cat alogums them is now going on, and the 
exac. number of volumes in the collection has 
not yet been ascertained.. It will ly, 
however, slightly exceed 2,500, or more 
twice as many as were promised the note to 

Librarian, mentioned above. 

The mistake in the number is accounted for, 
first, by the fact that the donor had intended to 
weed from the collection the less valuable 
works before presenting them to the Library; 
and, second, that in adding to the collection a 
volume at a time through se many years it had 
growa to much larger proportions than be bad 
supposed.

There were no water-tight buikbeads in 
and, although the leak was ia the bow, 
the water freely found its way aft.

Daring this time he 
lost bold of his son’s hand. When he had 
nearly lost his breath he found himself at the 
surface, and not far from him was bis son. The 
water was full of ling persons, now most- 
ly men. They were calling for help to God and 
to each other. Many were clinging to such 
pieces of wreck as bed floated up from the ship. 
Cap:. Luce’s first care was to grasp his son 
again. Ashe got close to him, and was about 
to take hold of him, a large piece of the wreck 
came up out of the sea with so much momentum 
that it rose nearly half way above the surface, 
and then felloveron one side. In falling it 
strack the father a slight blow on the forehead, 
and killed the son instantly by striking bum on 
the top of the head. ‘ 

After discovering that his son was dead Capt. 
Luce climbed on the piece of wreck, which 
proved to be the curved after-half of the top of 
one of the paddle-boxes. It had been burst off 
as it was dragged down through the water by 
the weight of the ship. The inner side of the 
curve was upbermost, and the two ends rose out 
of the water. Had the sides been boarued up 
water-tight it would have formed a rude sort of 
boat. Such as t was, however, Capt. Luce and 
eleven other men found temporary safety in it, 
thoved their weicht caused it to sink until they 
stood. In water above their knees. The water 
was Only thirteen degrees above the freezing 
point, bat was not so cold as to cause much 
suffering at first. One of the men, seeing that 
the paddie-boxk was overloaded, swam off to 
another piece of wreck. That left eleven in all. 
There bad been a door in the paddle-box to 
enable the engineers to look fh at the wheel. 
This door had been fastened to with a piece of 
rope-yarn.

GAMBETTA. 


The Republican Veader’s Official Residence 
Refitted for Him—His Personal Character- 
istics—How His Household Is Organised. 

Correspondence New York Tribune, 
Pani, May 16.—Gambetta’s journal, the No- 
francaise, has given, for some time, a 
very uncertain note. Yesterday it was for 

Blanqul, and showed its teeth at the Cabinet. 

To-day it is altogether Ministerial, and recom- 

mends the Chambers not to toss the Govern- 

ment over. From the Gambettist organ it is no 
longer easy to guess what line of action Gam- 
betta pursues. My opinion is that the great 
orator is not sure himself how to set bis 
sells. The political wind in France often 
shifts round, and perhaps de is waiting 
for a breeze that will run along with 
the tide and currents of the waters in 
which he will have to navigate. Meanwhile he 
lies in a remarkably snug berth. While the 

Speaker of the Chamber was making an excur- 

sion in Italy and Switzerland, the Petit Bourbon 

was freshly fitted up by the official upholsterers. 

The green brocaded silk in the ante-rooms, the 

tone of which was crude and out of fashion, has 

been replaced on settees and arm-chairs by 
starpped velvet of a maroon shade. The dlue 
drawing-room, near the Secretary's office 
which Due de Morny used to receive lad 
has been restored, and is in exactly the same 
state in which it was sixteen years ago. New 
a, manutactured at Aubusson, have been 
laid down ia the long suite of reception-rooms 
ou the ground floor, hien are furnished in the 
Louis Quatorze style of gtit furniture, uphol- 
stered with crimson Lrons brocade. The taste 
in which they are fitted up seems to me ques- 
tlonable. Ove room is exactly the same 
as the otherin the State apartments, and the 
works of art on which the eye might rest with 
pleasure were they lower down, are confined to 
small allegorical paintings in a modern spirit. 

In the room pearestto the gallery where De 

Morny kept his pictures and other works of 

art Gambetta usually receives visitors in the 

day time. The chairs are easier than in the 
other saloons; and there are desk-taples on 
which are piled blue books, magazines, pewspa- 
pers, and official reports; and drawers choked 
up with lettere and other documents. When, 

Parliament is sitting Gambetta is carefully 

“valeted’? both at homeand abroad. When 

itis in recess he wears the shabby “ hand-me- 

down-suit of coarse blue-cloth, peg-top trous- 
ers and loose jacket, called a varewse, 
in which T used to see bim at the office of the 
ep ub igus ise, and a dark crimson smok- 
ing cap. This heaapiece gives him a Turkish 
appearance. When the visitor is on intimate 
terms, Gambetta tarns the back of a low pad- 
ded chair in the Voltaire style towards him, 
and, placing himself astride on the — * crosses 
his arms on the back, leans bis chin on his hands, 
and listens to what the newcomer has to say. 

When be wants to talk himself he starts up 
nd, sticking his hands in his trousers’ pockets, 

walks about thé room speaking volubly all the 

time. When be is thus at ease bis conversa- 
tion is much more original aud striking than 
when he is on his p’s aud q's, and obliged to act 

Une an ordinary mortal. 

Gambetta is not greatest in the tribune. His 
ideas are of 5 luminosity when be is 
sveacing, as 1 have described, to an intimate 
friend, who be is quite certain will not report 
what be says to d newspaber. When tired of 
being on his feet, he throws himself upon a 
sofa, where be continues 0 talk and, lauch, 1 
have often observed that ina relining position 
the process of cerebration in him is more active 
than when he is sitting up. Of course, there is 
a physical reason for thie, Gam betta is also, re- 
elining, a humorist. He laughs then heartily 
himself, and sets others laughing, and keeps 
them in that happy state by the rapid flow of 
Groll fancies. which are mingled with pungent 
remarks and strange flashes of eloquence. To 
those who knew him well before his rise in the 
world be is the same old friendly and obliging 
chum that be was in the Rue Montaigne 
and in the Chausee d' Autin. With 
new acquaintances and officia! visitors he is as 
reserved as bis exuberant nature will allow him 
to be, and he keeps up before them a sufficient 
amount ot state to remind them of bis official 
elevation. Whenever a visitor of this category 
is granted an interview he is passed on from 
one set of servants to another, until be reaches 
the foot of the private stairs. There he hands 
acardte an usher in black silk stockings and

menial, who carries his weapon with the air of a 
fencing-master, the stairs.

Great billets of oak wood burn on the wide 
hearths. Gambetta does not with daws, likely 
to repeat what he says to them, wear bis heart 
on his sleeve. They have not the same con- 
sciousness of his superiority and of his redun- 
dant power which an intimate friend never fails 
to come away with. 

Gatnbetta’s household consists, to begin with, 
of ten men servants on board wages, which are 
paid by the State. These domestics wear the 
green and gold liveries of the Empire. Some 
of them were appointed by the Duke de Morny 
and the fest by his successor, M. Schneider. 
There is one of them whose father entered the 
Presidential service at the Palais bourbon in the 
second year of Louis Philippe’s reign.

|THE IRON KING OF WALES.

The Menarch of Cyfarthfa Castle..How a 


Yorkshire Lad Built Ups Huge Fortune 
Three. Generations of the Crawshays—De- 
velopment of Their Great Iron Works 
—Mrs. Crawshay es Woman's Rights Cham- 


pion, 2

London, May 15.—Robert Crawshay, “ the 
Iron King,” is dead. His accomplished wife, 
the author of Lady Helps,” and a social re- 
former, closed his eyes at Cheltenham on Sat- 
urday. The deceased gentleman had been stay- 
ing there for the benefit of his health. He had 
been “stone deaf” for years. He died from 
an attack of bronchitis. When the last creat 
strike in the iron and wool trades of South 
Wales took place, be closed bis works, and they 
have only been partially reopened since. I hap- 
pened to be a visitor at ‘Cyfarthfa Castle during 
the trouble. Crawshay vowed he would never 
give way to dictation; be would rather close 
his furnaces forever; be. could afford it. I 
don’t know what his possessions were, but he 
had the reputation of being a millionaire any- 
where between £5,000,000 and 410, 000, 000. I 
talked to him by meang Of a vendil and paper. 
He would not learn the dumb alphabet. Some 
people thought him morose. I found him an 
agreeable, amiable gentleman. His hobbies 
were horticulture, photography, and music. 
His castle overlooked the valley near his vast 
iron works. His gardens and dis studio were 
together. In the for he grew the finest 
fruite and flowers in Wales. ln the latter he 
took or printed the best pictures in England. 
Some of his landscape photographs exhibited at 
the London exhibitions; Were voted superb 
by critical judges. The best and most 
natural likeness I have ia my album—always 
excepting those New York portraits—are by the 
late Robert Crawshay. most luscious 

eaches Jever ate were grown in his houses. 
Ie could not hear a sound, he told me, even 
when a drum was beaten ip his ear, but he main- 
tained a brass band that won all the Crystal 
Palace money prizes, in competition with all the 
bands large premiums could bring together. It 
was formed among his workmen, and was the 
delight of Merthvr Tydfil, a town which, under 
the Crawshay influence, grew m a village to 
a population of 100,000, When he and Mrs. 
Crawshay went to visit a local watering-place iu 
the summer, the band would go along and play 
daily for the amusement of these cities by the 
sea’? which had the good fortune to attract the 
Crawshays. Aberystwith was one of these 
places, and Mr. Crawshay showed me quite a 
collection of the pebbles he had pickea up on 
the beach there, and had polished and set. T 
was a genial, child-like simplicity iu this strong- 
headed man’s tastes and. pleasures. He was a 
rare fisherman, and nad a lovely littie box on 
the River Usk, which be presented to his wite 
over breakfast a few mooths , before he was 
taken ill. In his hall at Cyfarthfa Castile are 
many preserved examples of his angling vie- 
tories, with their weights, and particulars of 
their capture. The Lictie Laff, a trout stream, 
runs by the castle, and, though face to face with 
iron furnaces and the din of hammers, the scen- 
ery is beautiful and romantic. When I was 
there enjoying the irom monarch's bospitality, 
he employed at his iron and coal works about 
5,000 men, and, in all, families numbering 20,000 
were dependent on him for their daily bread. 
Though the managers came to the castle daily 
with the letters, for consultation and advice, he 
did not appear to take an active part in the 
management. bis studio, his fish- 
ing, had had his continual and constant attention, 
as hey had for years, and as they received up 
to the last. 

The history of the Cyfarthia Iron-Works is 
full of interests. It smacks of the romance of 
the gold-fields and silver-mines of California, 
though the scene is a Welsh valley not 300 miles 
from london. A bundred years ago the son of 
a Yorkshire yeoman grew dissatisfied with home 
and wanted tosee the world. He hed an inspi- 
ration of romance, a desire to seek his fortune. 
He did not exactly run away from home, for he 
had a sort of consent to go forth on his favorgte 
farm poov and see What de could do. Like 
Dick Whittington, his thoughts spet to Lon- 
don. He set cut on All the way from 
Nuneaton, io Yorkshire, he rode to London. 
Here he was soon short of money. London isa 

rasping dame and a hard stepmother. The 

orkshire boy sold bis pony for afew pounds, 
and before be had speut the money he found 
employment at an 2 store kept by 
a successful trader nam ickiewith. The 
London trader liked the Yorkshire lad, who was 
willing to make himself Qenerally useful. He 
swept out the counting-honse, cleaned the desks, 
and was industrious all round. Bicklewith 
made him sign a bond to stay with bim three 
years, Before that time bad elapsed the York- 
shire lad had proved himself an idvaluable as- 
sistant. Eventually, bis master gave him a 

artnership, and at the old man’s death the boy 
pad succeeded $0 the besiness. Years gassed 
on, aud Bicklewith’s successor grew rich by 
trade, and became koown, as a capitalist. His 
name was Richard Crawehay. Now, just at the 
time when this youug fellow was leaving Nun- 
eaton on his Yorkshire pony, one Anthoaoy Ba- 
con bad concluded a lease for ninety-nine years 
of a tract of coal and fron about eight miles 
long by four miles broad, at Cyfarthfa, io 
the Vale of Merthyr Tydfil. England was on 
the eve of the Americah War of Independ- 
ence. Mr. Bacon, having built furnaces 
and forges for the manufacture of bar-iron, ob- 
tained from the Government a contract for 
mak eannop. A Mr,Homfray, who had «a 
prior interest in the mineral district, joined 
Bacon, and they did a good business and made 
sufficient money to quarrel over and decide to 
sell all or most of their property. A new capi- 
talist was found. His name and fame had 
reached Cyfarthfa and Merthyr before he had 
finished negotiating. When the bargain was 
struck, the local people seemed to raise their 
heads as if by instinct and say, South Wales is 
made.” It was predicted that the new man 
was the tight man for the work. When he ar- 
rived they took the horses from his carriage and 
dragged him in triumph through the town. 
They rang the bells. They drank his health. 
They burrahed “ themselves hoarse. And the 
new man about whom they made ali this com- 
motion was Richard Crawshay. 

in 1874 Mr. Homfray established the Pen-y- 
danen Works, and shortly afterward projected 
a vaval to Cardiff, a famoas South Wales sea- 
port; but just at the moment of action he gave 
it up and retired to private life. By this time 
the blast furnaces of South Wales were lighting 
up the dark vallevs at night and ucctpying busy 
crowds of men by day. ‘The genius of the iron 
trade wae stirring in all directions. Bacon bav- 
ing died, e retired. Mr. Richard Craw- 
shay was now sole and only 8 of the 
Cyfarthfa Works. He picked up the fallen 
canal schetie and carried it through. Busyin 
himself in the promotion of the local trade, an 
sending hie iron oars beyond the seas, be also 
watched over the social welfare of the growing 
community which de ruled. He started the 
first Sunday-schools in Wales. He built and 
endowed a church; on one day when the local 
Bishop called and talked’ more than usual- 
ly grave about the wants of the peopie, he 
handed his NW the op of Landal, a 
draft for $50,000.

It measured twenty-seven feet 
long and six and one-half in diameter, and 
weigbed 2,941 tons. In his old age, William 
-Orawshay retire to his country seat at Caver- 
sham Park, near Reading, on the Thames, hav- 
ing, however, built Cyfarthfa Castle, a magnifi- 
cent residence, near the works. He left bis son, 
Robert, in charge, and dying in 1867 bequeathed 
bim all bis property, whicn, besides other valu- 
ables in land and gold, included Cyfarthfa, with 
iis eleven furnaces,—seven at Cyfarthfa proper 
and four at Ynysfach,seven iron stone- ph 
and eight coal-pits. The estimated fortune 
William Crawebay was £35,000,000. Of the 
coal won but unworked on this splendid 
estate the possible vield was 2,500 tons per 
day, the late Robert Crawshay being content to 
work it at less than 980. Merthyr Tydfil, 
where the works are located, as [ have said be- 
fore, has grown from a Village toa town. In 
1831, the W N had risen to 22,088; in 
1841, to $4,977; in 1851, to 46,378:-and io is7i, 
to 96,891, which, however, takes in the parish of 
Aberdare and the hamiet of Oaed-y-Cymner. It 
returos two members to Parliament. In 1878, 
when the “compaoy’’ mania was waning, an 
enterprising promoter.“ who is now in er- 
ica, entered into preliminary arrangements to 
buy the COvyfarthia Works, and launch the 
scheme under the Joint Stock act. A syndi- 
cate was said to have been formed for the pur- 
chase, and along with it a bituminous colliery of 
1 acres in the same locality. Mr. Robert 
Crawshbay was quite willing to sell, since he 
could, no longer work in harmony with modern 
ideas of the rights of labor, and a sum 
was fited at which the works conid be 
bought. The scheme, however, fell through, 
owing to the failure of another - 
tio effort of the same financier, who had worked, 
almost to completion, the magnificent notion 
of the resurrection of South Carolina under a 
joint-stock 232 with Directors on doth 
sides of the Atiavtic. This man of great ideas 
was Mr. ttom, who, at the last general 
election, contested an [ris county asa Home- 
Ruler, and, at the end of an exciting career, 
left Kugland for the United States.

Bald, fearless, outspoken, Mre, Crawebay bas, 
however, fully maintained the gentle, woman- 
like attributes of ber own individuality. Some 
of her critice charged ber with dis an 
uofemipine subject in ‘‘Euthanasia”; but they 
did not unde bow the subject was forced 
upon ber. Mrs. Crawshay is President of one 
School-Board and member Of another. Having 
ventured to lend a tract on Futh 
was denounced dy local critics as u 
the education of youth tno co 
roused the independence of the an's hature. 
She vindieated herself, and wrote @ preface to the 
tract in question, which made the work popular, 
and obtained wider criticism for it ju the Londo 
press. The subject, it will be seen, was not 
taken up by choice; it came in ber way, and 
when unjustly attacked, she had the courage to 
defend her position, and hoid ft. Mrs. Craw- 
shay was one of the first founders of “free 
libraries”’; she is the Baroness Burdett-Coutts 
of the provinces, with this difference, that while 
she gives money for this 4 aud the other, 
she works personally with peu and tongue to 
advance these schemes for the amelioration of 
women which appear to need 
as financial support. When 
scheme. ot lady helps“ she encountered 4 
deal of opposition and c criticism. 
efforts bave, nevertheless, been largely suc- 
cessful. Under her auspices there is a 
regular established office and agency for 
the service, and “lady helps” now form 
a feature of the day’s wants in the daily 
ournals.

The first witness called was Thomas Ander- 
son, who testified that he was a practicing 
physician, and had known Mr. Baldwin five 
years. He lived at No. 201 West Indiana street, 
and Mrs. B. was stopping with him, and Mrs. 
Quinn had called to see her ‘twice, and at one 
time bolted into ber sick-room against his 
orders. Mrs. B. had some of the property 
saved from ti burnt héuse in her possession, 
and Mrs. Qufbu must have scen it during her 
visits. Mrs. Quinn had acted strangely upon 
her visits, and once in the presence of his wife 
had sat upon his knee and kissed him. He 
owed Mrs. Baldwin money he bad borrowed 
from ber and was paying interest on.

At breakfast, Auntie, telling about 
the runaway by which sbe was hurt, said that 
all the events of her life came before her, espe- 
cially those of the last week; also that at the 
hotel they gave her a drink of whisky, and she 
didn’t know whether she had told all she knew 
or not. Witness had seen the proof of loss tur- 
nished by Mrs, Quinn, who bad told her that she 
bad sent to her daughter articles named in the 
list.

AN OLD SUIT RENEWED. 


The Singular Trouble that Mr. McCormick 
Had with His Baggage in 1862, 
New York Sun, June 2. 

Cyrus H. McCormick’s old suit agaiost the 
Pennsylvania Central Railroad Company is for 
the second time before the General Term on ap- 
peal. On March II, 1863, Mr. McCormick, on 
his way from Washington to Chicago with his 
family, presented his baggage to be checked at 
defendants’ depot at Philadelphia, when be was 
told that he must first purchase tickets. While 
he was procuring tickets the baggage was 
checked and placed upon the train. Mr. Me- 
Cormick, on returning with hia tickets, was 
told he could not have his. checks unless extra 
compensation for excess of baggage was paid. 
He declined to pay, declaring the exaction 
upreasonabie, and demanded either his checks 
or his baggage, but could obtain neither, be- 
ing told his baggage was mingled with 
other luggage, and could not be proved 
before the time for sjarting the train. , 
McCormick declined to proceed with the 
train. His b was carried on to Chicago 
and destroved at the depot by fire on the night 
of March 13. He brought this suit in April, 
1867; laying bis damages at $12,000. The value 
of the articles burned’ aggregated 477, of 
which the priocipal items were diamonds cost- 
ing $2,630 in 1858, to which 20 per cent increase 
was added, and $1,198 premium on gold at 138 
per cent, making $4,355.28. 

On the first trial before Judge Sutherland, 
just ten years ago, the Court charged the jury 
that, as matter of law, the defendant had been 
guilty of conversion of the plaintiff’s baggage 
at Philadelphia. The only question for the jury 
was to assess the amount of damages which 
they fixed at $10,660.61, and the costs amounted 
to $1,000 more. Upon appeal to the Court of 
Appeals from an aflirmance by the General 
Term, four Judges concurred in ordering a 
new trial, but there was a t diversity upon 
the point of conversion, Judges Folger and 
Allen were of opinion that that issue should 
have been submitted to the jury. Ja 
Church and Rapallo held, as matter ot law, that 
there was no conversion, while Ju Grover 
and Peckham held, as matter of law, that there 
was a conversion, and were foraffirmance. The 
second trial was before Judge Donohue, without 
a jury, in October, 1877, the evidence being the 
same as on the first trial. Judgment was 
entered for plaintiff for $16,481. Upon the 
present appeal it was argued by Mr. Da Costa 
for the railroad company that whether the ques- 
tion of conversion was one of law or fact (the 
Court of Appeals being divided on that point), 
the undisputed evidence showed there was no 
conversion. In reply, it was ecntended by Mr. 
W. A. Beach that plaintiff’s demand for his 
acknowledged property, and defendant’s refusal 
to deliver it, were prima facie a conversion, and 
it was for the trial Court to determine the 
reasonableness and sufficiency of the cause 
assigned for its retention. 


SAVINGS BANKS. 


Some of the True Inwardness of the Broad- 
* way Savings.

Sr. Louis, Mo., June 3.—Public sympathy has 
hitherto been strongly in favor of Kreiger, Sr., 
of the Broadway Savings Bank, but to-day that 
ancient worthy forfeited public esteem in an er- 
amination he underwent at thé hands of the 
attorney for the devositors.

THE WAR IN ZULULAND. 


A Ride for Life Down a Rocky Pass Swarm- 
ing with the Merciless Savages. 
Marizburg Letter to Edinburg Scoteman, 

I have obtained from a trustworthy source the 
following graphic description of the terrible en- 
counter on the Zlobana Mountain by one who 


participated in it: : 
„On March 27 we started from our camp at 
Kambula Hill, in Zutuland, to attack a Zulu 
stronghold some twenty miles away called the 
Ziobana Mountain. We numbered about 800 
mounted men, and were nearly all of us volun- 
teers, under Col. Wood nominally, but the real 
command was exercised by Col. Buller. We 
started about 8 o’clock in the morning, and very 
cheerful and lively we all were. We thought 
little of the morrow, orif afew did they only 
had io their imaginations a day of success and 
triumph over our savage foes. We had got to 
hate those Zulus, to hate them with a personal 
hatred, something like the manner a man hates 
a spake, or a tiger. ora hungry waif, knowing 
that if we do not destroy it we shall ourselves 
be destroyed. The air was bracing and invig- 
orating; to good lungs and empty stomachs it 
was positively exhilarating. About 5 o’clock in 
the evening we reached the slope of the mount- 
ain. We were here fired at, but took no notice, 
as we wanted to get along unperceived. When 
darkness set in we bivouackcd, each man hold- 
ing his horse in hand while he lay down to rest, 
—not to sleep. During the night there was a 
terrible thunderstorm and we got thoroughly 
drenched. At4a. m. we were all astir, feeling 
miserable enough; our saddles were pearly as 
soft and wet as our clothes. We ascended the 
hill pretty easily, but nearly at the top the 
Zulus began to make us aware of their pres- 
ence. By 6 o’clock we were at the top of tbe 
plateau and our native allies were setting fire 
to some Zulu huts and collecting the cattle, 
about 2,000 in number. After a time we col- 
lected at the opposite end of the plateau, and 
here we found the Zulus in stronger force than 
we had estimated. They commenced a heavy 
fire upon us, and we were engaged fuliy half an 
hour with them before we succeeded in silencing 
them. About 11 we became aware of the serious 
fact that, while we had been engaging a few 
Zulus at one side, a very large number of them 
had come the way we ascended, and others to 
our right and left, and that we were being sur- 
rounded. A very few minutes’ observation was 
sufficient to convey the terrible impression to 
our minds that once more the Zulas had got us 
into a trap, and that we were going 
to -have to fight for our lives to cet 
ont of it as best we could or die. 
The wily savages to appear on every 
side—not in twos or threes, but io bundteds and 
thousands. Some of them had evidently climb- 
ed what to us seemed a positively perpendica- 
lar buttress on our left. Our retreat was cut 
off, and there was nothing to be done but either 
‘* fight it out to the ed or endeavor to escape 
down an almost perpendicular passa few hun- 
dred yards in front of us. There had been too 
much “fighting it out to the end“ in the two 
months immediately preceding Ieandula. There 
was but one outlet for us, and towards it we 
had orders to gallop. Iwas in the rear, and 
when Treached the place the sight was sicken- 
ing. There was an almost perpendicular pass 
about ten feet wide aud about 300 or 400 yards 
down. It was filled with rough, rageed bould- 
ers, between which were crevices where once the 
r horse and rider fell he was seen no more. 
t seemed full of horses and men floundering 
one upon the other in dire and dreadful con- 
fusion, while the Zulus were pouring a murder- 
ous fire among them. How I got down I do not 
know; I have not met with a single comrade 
yet who does. The chief sensation I experi- 
enced was that behind me, at about 800 yards 
distance, was a very strong force of Zulus yell- 
ing in a manner the most bloodthirstv and 
fiendish. In one or two places progress was al- 
together impeded by chasms six or eight feet 
wide, and it was only by jumping them, or 
rather risking the attempt (for many a poor 
fellow lost his footing and his life 2 that 
further descent was possible. Nearly all the 
horses were killed or had to de left before we 
reached the bottom. All this time the Zulus 
were firing on us, and, amid the most piteoug, 
shrieks for mercy, rushing from the sides of the 
pass and assegaicing our poor fellows. How 
any of us escaped it is to me, and almost every 
one else, a miracle. At last. somehow or other, | 
got to the neck of the pasa, escaping injury 
from the heavy fire of the enemy, but only to 
find that on the plain was a big Zulu army en- 
gaged with our men, who were divided 
into parties aud fighting for dear life. Col. 


Weatherley and bis corps were almost cut 


up toa man. They were sevarated from the 
main body,and the last that was seen of the gal- 
lant Colonel was his commanding figure, sword 
in hand, killing the evemy richt and left and 
selling his life as dearly as possible. The re- 
treat home was a flight. We reached the camp 
in the evening by twos and threes, e 
arms and cl , others almost dey 
either. Big —

irited. This is one picture of the disaster in 
The Devil’s Pasa’ on the Zlobana Mountain 
on Mareh 28, 1879. 
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the eattle-laager. to dislodge 
the enemy fromthe hill, and Haj. Hackett and 
two companies of the Nineteenth were sent out, 
and although they suffered severely they suc- 
cecded in doing so, firing volley after volley, 
und at last charging the position at the point of 
the bayonet. . In bri back his men Maj. 
Hackett was fatally wounded and Lieut. Bright 
was killed. During all this time fighting had 
been going on all round, anda party of Zulus 
mace a desperate rash and got into, the cattle- 
laager, driving a company of the  Thir- 
teenth out of it. They. wever, gallant- 
ly reformed and gallantly drove back 
the enemy at the point of the bayonet. The ar- 
tillery all the w had been pouring grape and 
cahister into the Zulus with murderous pre- 
Cision. By about 5 o'clock the enemy evidently 
began to see we were not to be taken, and be- 
gan to slacken their fire, ultimately retiring al- 
together, At 5:30 p. m. they had fired their 
last shots and begun to ret and the cavalry 
and horse artillery were sent after them. Ter- 
rible execution was the result, and no quarter 
was shown. Exeter Hall may say what it mar, 
but it was death to every Zulu who came within 
range of the carbine of a trooper or the stroke 
of his sabre. The cavalry pursued them for 
about ten miles, returning to camp at dusk. 
The few native allies w ad left did terrible 
work in this pursuit, and it was difficult for our 
Officers to recall them to return. As they cat 
off and dispatched the retreating Zulus, the cry 
of ‘*Isandhlwana”’ resounded in the evening air. 
| London Standard Letter. 

All the mounted men were ordered out then 
and by the time the retreating army was out of 
range from the camp these gallant horsemen 
were among them. 
rout. Shooting the now quite demoralized 
Zulus down as they ran, many of the men tovk 
from those who first fell their stabbing assegais 
and used them with murderous efficiency, as in 
giving point withasabre. The Zulus are de- 
scribed as being so dead beat that they offered 
scarcely any resistance, and they fell by the 
score. I only bear of one real struggle for life, 
and that was between a splendid savage and a 
Basuto horseman, who charged at him; but it 
was not for long duration, for the Zulu, utterly 
exhausted by long marching, want of food, and 
running to escape, was not a match for his an- 
tagonist, who slew, him with his own assegai. 
As a rule, they met their death without a mur- 
mur, and only in ove or two cases that I have 
heard of did they deign to ask for mercy. One 
was a man of a distinguished Zulu regiment 
who uttered the Zulu word for quarter; 
but with Isandula fresh in the memory of the 
pursuer it is not surprising that it was uttered 
in vain. Another was the case of a gort of rene- 
gade Nata Zulu, a hunchback, who was wound- 
ed, and begged the Basutos that came up with 
him to spare bis life aud that he would become 
their servant. He was recognized by the officers 
of the mounted infantry as a mau who had sald 
them milk at Dundee, and they saw no reason 
to interfere when.the Basuto, clubbing his rifle, 
gave the coup de grace. Many of the fugitives 
attem to escape by hiding themselves in de- 
serted ant-hills or ant-bear holes, but they were 
descried by the sharp eyes of the pursuing na- 
tives and dispatched. About 800 ere buried 
near the camp, but there has not been any 
search of the ravines and water-courses on the 
line of their retreat, where—as I had proof on 
my way here from the shields lying about and 
the scent which filled the air—the mortally 
wounded wouid craw! only to die, to ascertain 
how many are still lying unburied.

There is apparently a great deal in wheat just 


now, but not a great deal of it, if one may judge 
from the volume of trading yesterday. The 


market was almost dead, yet firm, thouzh . 


Liverpool was reported dull. Prob- 
ably the firmness was in part due 
to the fact that the receipts were small, but this 
would seem to be only factitious. There was a 
change yesterday, several car-loads of wheat be- 
ing transferred to an elevator other than that to 
which they were consigned, and did not arrive 
iu time to appear on the inspection records in 
the morning. But for that the inspection ix to 
store would have been not far from 250 car- 
loads, instead of 173, The reported outgo was 
small, but there were rumors to the effect that 
arrangements are in progress to ship out a large 
part of the wheat now here, and this helped to 
susiain quotations here, though there can be 
little doubt that such a movement would 
depress prices further East. It is supposed 
that there is yet u big line of shorts out for 
June, and a radical falling off in receipts would 
be reason enough for strength if much June 
wheat remain to be delivered. The demand of 
yesterday did not, however, indicate that mucn 
wheat was wanted for any month. It was one 
of the most tame, flat, and unprofitable trading 
days in wheat ever remembered. Corn was 
active by comparison, and stronger in the latter 
part of the session, with smaller receipts, and 
the discovery that a good many June contracts 
had not yet been filled. It was believed that 
strong parties are under corn, prepared to take 
all the possible advantage arising from cold 
weather, be it much or little. Oats were active. 
and other grain quiet; there is an increase 
during last week in the stocks of grain iu store. 


Provisions were fairly active, and quite weak 


under larger offerings than were wanted, the 
fact of big stocks making holders weak. It was 
also whispered that prominent packers are just 
now on the bear side, being interested in seeing 
prices keep down till the summer run of hogs is 
lessened by hot weather. 

Lake freigate were quiet at 2c for corn by 
sail to Buffalo, and lake and rail to Boston were 
quoted at Si¢c per bu on corn. Rail freights 
were tame, little or no new business being trans- 
acted, and some operators thought it jast possi- 
ble that rail rates will be advanced to-day. 

Domestic dry goods were in rather more than 
usually good demand for the time of year, the 
continued upward tendency of prices leading 
buyers to anticipate wants. Groceries continue 
in good demand with prices steady and firm. 
Sugars, molasses, rice, and teas display the 
most activity. There was a quiet and easy mar- 
ket for domestic and foreign dried fruits. Fish 
were in good request and ruled firm. Bank cod 
was advanced e per 100 lbs, and whitefish de- 
tlined 10c per }¢-bri. In the butter market no 
important changes were noted. The prevalent 
feeling was rather easier, thongh no. decline 
took place. Cheese was quiet with prices tend- 
ing downward. Prices of oils were generally 
steady. The exceptions were turpentine and 
whale, both of which were quoted lower. To- 
bacco continues in good demand, with prices well 
sustained. ‘The coal market was quoted firm and 
unchanged. The reports lately telegraphed 
from the East thata new coal combination was 
about to be effected appears to have been based 
upon the action of some of the leading com- 
panies in decreeing fan advance in prices, with 
the purpose of arresting the steady decline at 
the auction sales. 

Lumber was in moderate demand at the sale- 
docks, coarse grades being a shade easier, The 
yard market was steady, the sbipments to the 
country continuing large. Wool was in good 
request and firm. Buyers show a desire to enter 
the market early, and prices seem to be tending 
upward. Broom-corn is quoted higher under 
an improved inquiry, due partly to the reduc- 
tion in freichts, and the stock is nearly all 
coptrolled by dealers. Seeds were quiet and 
unchanged, except timothy, which was quoted 
easier. Hay was in request for shipment. Poul- 
try was slow and irregular, and eggs sold to the 
city trade at recent prices. Berries were easier, 
the reveipts being rather poor, and other native 
fruits were scarce. The offerings of foreign va- 
rieties were ample, and sold at former prices.

The Boston Shipping List, May 31, furnishes 
the following:

Panis, May 19.+-Gen. Boet has split.“ Read 
ers ot the Wort will remember that a few 
months ago there came & report to the effect 
that some adroit thief during Don Carlos’ so- 
journ at Milan bad stolen the costly jewels of 
the Pretender’s Order of the Golden Fleece. 
Shortly after came the news that Don. Carlos’ 
aide-de-camp, a distinguished Carlist General, 
Boet by name, had been suspected of the theft, 
—accused of it,—arrested for it; then that he 
had confessed the theft,. There was a great ado 
about it, examinations, citations, and so 
op, and finally the matter died ont 
mysteriously, though 8 Very circamstantial 
story was printed in one of the smaller papers 
to the effect that Don Carlos had. in- 
vented the story of the robbery, and had 
pawned bis jewels. The collar in question he 
had inherited from the Duke of Modena; it 
was valued at 80,000 francs. The Pretender 
wanted money, bat could not risk the scarfda! 
of offering so valuable a freie to the jewelers, 
hence he concealed the collar in the trunk of 
one of his suite and tnvited an old member of 
dis mother’s housebold to breakfast with him. 
After breakfast, the Prince sent for his stars and 
gartersto show them to his visitor; to every one’s 
surprise, the famous collar was missing. Don 
Carios was first stupefled, then indignant, The 
police were sent for, anda big reward was of- 
fered for the apprehension of the daring thief. 
and the recovery of his body. The policé 
fought rather shy of the case, and advised Don 
Carlos to have the baggage of his suite searched, 
but he paid no attention to the recommendation, 
and soon afterwards left for Paris, taking his loss 


so coolly that their suspicions were increased. 
Boet declared that Don Varios sent him to Spain 
with the jewels, as there would de a good 
chance to dell them on the occasion of bis cousin 
Aifonso’s marriage and as the Spanish police 
were not to be feared; also that he endes vor- 
ed to dissuade the Pretender from this course 
and induce him to try the better and safer mar- 
ket in Kugland. 

So matters rested till last week at Madrid 
Gen. Boet “split” on Don Carlos, not only as 
to the collar transaction, but as to everyth 
that the A. D. C. knew of the Pretender’s 
— and private life. ‘The disclosures are de- 

ghtfal, and powever deeply Gen. Boet may 
have felt himself injured be can console himeeif 
with the reflection that he bas paid off his debt.

Once I am on the throne I shall organize a large 
army. invade Portugal, and re-establish Iberian 
unity; then turn my Attention to the fleet, fit that 
out, and regain Mexico, Pera, the Argentine Con- 
federation, —all, in ine, that we lost in America. 

I have already been through Mexico, and made a 
good impression on the people there, especially on 
the women. They all like me, and consider me 
hunasome, a good fellow, and quite a hero after 
my cam 6. Later, lam going to visit Pera, 
La Plata, Venezuela, and all South America in 
fact. I shall be, as always, most agreeadle to the 
women, and, as the women exercise much influence 
in those countries, they will greatly help the cause, 
and my personal prestige will contribute materially 
to the success of the expedition.

WHAT MEN DO FOR A NICKEL. 
New York Sun, 

Five-cent fares are sold at the Elevated Ratl- 
way stations from 5:30 till 7:80 o’clock in the 
morning, and from 5 to 7 in the evening. A 
person entering a car one second before the ex- 
piration of the five-cent bours may ride to the 
end of the line on his balf-dime ticket, or 
check, as it is called, on the New York Road; 
and a person entering at the next station must 
pay 10 cents for his ticket. Thus there are in 
the same car passengers who are paying five 
cents for their ride, and others who are peying 
double that amount for theirs. At a station 
where 600 10-cent tickets are sold in the two 
hours between 3 and 5, 2,500 five-cent tickets 
are sold between 5 and 7. Both roads take 
their passengers during the morning “accom- 
modation hours from all along the line till 
the lower part of the city is reached; but in 
the afternoon the rush of passengers is mainly 
at a few down-town stationg—at Rector street, 
Cortlandt, Park place, and Chambers streets on 
the Metropolitan Road: at Fulton street, Frank- 
lin square, Chatham square, Canal street, Grand 
aud Houston, on the east-side line of the New 
York Road; and at Liberty, Warren, and Frank- 
lin streets on the west side line. At these sta- 
tions there is usually a throng of persons wait- 
ing for the beginning of “accommodation 
hours in the evening. Often the landings at 
the top of the stairs are crowded, the flights of 
stairs completely filled, and the s around 
the lower end of the flight blocked by persons 
waiting for the displaying of the card, Fare 5 
cents.“ These throngs are not composed of 
persons who look as though a nickel was a 
thing of great importance tothem.

no T0 COOK FISH. 


Boiled, Baked, and Fried Fish, with the 
Appropriate Sauces. 
L. Detmonice in Christian Union, 

Boiling seems to be the most legitimate way 
of cooking fish. It is cer.ainly the most con- 
venient aud quickest, and almost all kinds of 
large fish with which our markete abound, 
such as cod, shee pshead, striped bass, sea bass, 
salmon, and halibut, are most advantageously 
dressed in this way. The method of boiling 
for large fish is to put them in cold spring 
water—the less the quantity of water that the 
fish can be boiled in the better—with a hand- 
ful of salt thrown in. It is always safe to 
rub a little vinegar on the skin of the fish to 
prevent it from cracking, and to make 
the flesh solid. The time of boiling 
depends, of course, on the size of the 
fish. Ten minutes to the pound should be 
allowed for a salmon and three or four minutes 
for almost any other kind. but a good general 
rule is that the fish is done when the fins pull out 
easily. The water should be skimmed once or 
twice at least. The two most convenient sauces 
to be servei with any of these varieties of boiled 
fish are a plain white sauce und a yellow sauce 
called Hollandaise. The white sauce is made 
by putting a tablespoonful of flour or arrow- 
root in a small saucepan. Mix it into a smooth 
paste with cold water, and one-half pint of the 
water in which the fish was boiled. Stir well 
until it boils and thickens. Add a tablespoon- 
ful of vinegar or .lemon-juice*and serve in a 
gravy-boat. The sauce 
heating two or three tabdlespoonfuls of water, 
with pepper, salt, and nutmeg stirredin. Then 
stir in the yelks of two eggs, but do not 
let the mixture boil; melt gradually into 
it an ounce of butter, an ounce of flour (or 
all the butter may be used and no flour); adda 
teaspoonful of vinegar or lemon juice, and the 
whole should stir into the consistency of smooth, 
thick cream. With these two sauces and the 
large tish which are obtainable in good condition 
in great variety all the year round,a most 
agreeable acquaintance can be made with fish, 
as an bonorable auxiliary to all the pleasures 
and conveniences of the table. 

Most of the smaller salt-water and fresh- 
water fish, which are more or less bony, are 
broiled, also cutiets of any of the larger fish 
mentioned above. As in all the best methods 
of cooking fine fresh fish, the directions are 
very simple. The fish must always be well 
cleaned, carefully solit in two from head to 
tail, dried, seasoned with salt-and pepper, 
greased with a tittle oil (which is preferable 
to butter), and broiled to a nice brown color, 
the gridiron having been viously well greased 
too. For all broiled fish the Maitre d' Hotel 
sauce is the most delicious as well as the 
simplest. Knead cold fresh butter on a plate, 
with chopped parslev, pepper, salt, and lemon 
juice. Ee will be improved by having 
been scalded. Serve a part of this cold, either 
under or on top of the fish, and it will melt as 
the fishis put on the table. Any sh may be 
baked, but it is better to use only fish which 
are large enough to admit of stuffing. The 
force meat may be made very rich and highly 
seasoned, or quite simple, but in either case 
let enough oil or butter be put into the fish 
to prevent its becoming dry. . A good sized 
fish, when stuffed, will require an hour’s 
baking. Baked fish, to be eaten to perfection, 
should be cooked with wine, either white or 
red, in the baking-dish, besides chopped onion, 
salt, pepper, and nutmeg, and while cooking the 
sauce should be spreid over it seweral times. 
When the fish is done add to the wine-satice a 
sufficient amount of thickened gravy or broth, 
seasoned with mushrooms, tomatoes, parsley. 
or in any way desired, and pour the whole over 
the fish to be baked for a few moments longer. 
Squeeze a lemon over all and serve in the 
baking-dish. In broiling or baking rather large, 
thick fish it is well to score them or make a few 
incisions with something pointed, in order to 
insure thorough cooking, and, in case of baking, 
a thorough seasoning. 

All small fish—and many of the best fish are 
very small indeed—are best when fried. The 
allowance of small fish is 2 half a pound 
or less for each person. Fish may be deliciously 
fried m oil, after having been dipped in milk 
and then flour; or in very hot grease, after be- 
ing breaded with beaten eggs and crumbs. 
Great care should be taken that the pan does 
not catch fire. To guard against this, fry only 
a small quantity atatime. Under the head of 
fried fish I must jacluda, soft-shell crabs, than 
which, in seasob, no more delicious dish 
can be placed upon the table. It only 
takes‘a moment to cook them after they have 
been trimmed of the ends of the small legs and 
the gills taken out. Dip them in eggs well 
beaten up (one egy for > a crabs), then in 
powdered crackers, and fry as fish in very hot 
grease. The most popular French sauce which 
can be served with small fried fish is the sauce 
Tartare, which.is simply a mayonnaise salad 
dressing made by beating slowly together the 
raw velks of e lemon-juice or vinegar, and 
salad oil until alt is of a soft, velvety consist- 
ency about the thickness of molasses, then add- 
ing to its gerkins, capers, chopped very fine, 
and any herbs, bruised, whose flavor mav be 
liked, and serving the whole cold in a separate
